Lire regrets being obliged to ask so often why Mr. Gil- 
bert’s wishes have not been carried out. It hopes that pos- 
sibly the repetition might cause “the wee, small voice of 
conscience ” to make reply. 

At all events, it hopes that at Thanksgiving the gertlemen 
named above gave thanks for Mr. Gilbert’s generosity, even 
if the Fresh Air children had no reason to do so.
